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Many reports were obtained regarding the shooting death of| 

Detectives assigned to Area Two conducted a canvas of the area and spoke with six 
individuals, None of the persons interviewed witnessed the shooting (Att 15). 

Although the Morgue Repoit states thatwas shot several 
times, and no one saw him fire either of the two w eapons he ha d on his person, gun shot 
residue was found on his hands. This indicates that|^^|had fired a weapon prior to 
his death (Att 11, 18). 

The accused Detectives as well as their Commanding Officer, (Lieutenant now 
Commander Dennis Keane) were served with the allegation made against them. A formal 
interview was then conducted with each accused.

Regarding Allegation No 1 Detective FORBERG stated that he started his 
investigation at the scene of the shooting and continued it at Area Two as well as at the 
State’s Attorney’s Office and other residences (Att 20, pg 2). 

When asked if he had interviewed family mem bers that had first hand kno wledge 
o^h^ncidenMd ) E RFRG replied that lie interviewed 

B R slated that the canvas of neighbors was conducted by assisting 
Detectives (Att 20, pg2). 

FORBERG did not rccalMalkmg to anyone other than his partner about the 
numbero^unShot woundsBH^^B ljffered > and did not know how the Media learned 
thal|^BI^| wns shot four times (Att 20, pg 3). 

FORBERG stated that he spoke with Assistant State’s Attorney Pfeiffer regarding 
the shooting, FORBERG stated that he made the Attorney aware of all of the facts as he 
knew them on that night He stated he informed the State of the following facts; “That we 
were investigating an off duty Robbins Police Officer shooting, that we had witnesses at 
the Area, as well as the off duty Officer that we wanted to interview regarding the 
investigation.” “That the offender had been fatally shot by the off duty officer and two 
hand guns had been recovered from the offender.” “And that I may have told her other 
things, but as well as my recollection today that is what 1 remember telling her” (Att 20 
PS 4).

^^^^FORBERG stated that a decision not to seek charges against off duty Officer 

(was made by him, Det. Eberle and Lt. Keane. FORBERG stated that 
thjyn^jtigauoi^i that time revealed that charges were not warranted against 
Att 20 pg 

FORBERG stated that he presented the investigation to Dave Navarro of the 
State's Professional Standards Unit for further review after Navarro inquired about the 
investigation (Att 20 pg 5). 

Detective EBERLE was served with the same allegations and asked relative 
questions. EBERLE stated that he and his partner conducted their investigation of the 
shooting at the scene and at Area Two (Att 22 pg 2). 
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EBER^^tate^haUi^ntemewe^h^milwnembers that were present at the 
scene, I 

EBERLE denied telling anyone the number of gun shot wounds( 
received and stated that he was not informed of the number until the next day when he 
spoke with the Medica^xaminer. EBERLE did not know how the News Media obtained 
the information that^^^^([vvas shot four times (Att 22 pg 3). 

EBERLE stated that his partner FORBERG spoke with the State’s Attorney and 
that after reviewing the facts of the investigation a decision was made not to seek charges 
against the off duty Robbins Officer. EBERLE stated that the decision was made by him, 
FORBERG and Lieutenant KEANE (Att 22 pg 4). 

Commander (Lieutenant) KEANE was served with the allegation that Area 2 
Detectives failed to conduct a thorough investigation. During his statement Commander 
KEAN^jjtetecUhanie responded to the scene of the shooting where he viewed the body 


KEANE stated that lie did not interview any of the persons involved in the 
incident. KEANE stated that he ensured that the State’s Attorney was notified and that 
the Chief of Felony Review was consulted. Commander KEANE stated that his 
Detectives were twice told that the State was not coming out (Att 24 pg 2). 

Commander KEANE stated that he discussed the facts of the case with his 
Detectives and based on the facts known at that time no charges were warranted (Att 24 
Pg 3). 


The Detectives and Commander KEANE each stated that in their experience with 
the State’s Attorney’s Office they have found that the State always comes out on a 
shooting involving a Chicago Police Officer. This shooting was the first Suburban 
Officer involved shooting that any of the Officers had encountered, and considered the 
incident to be an extraordinary circumstance (Att 20 pg 6, 22 pg 4, 24 pg3).
